to Canada, we obtained 
discrimination in favor of Colonial "produce , 
and were thus protected against the competition 
of the wheat growers of the North of Europe. 


But by the repeal of her Corn laws. England 


has abolished discrimination infavorof her col- 
onies on breadstufls. 
The duty on foreign and 


colonial produce is now the same; and In a di- 
rect trade the wheat growers of the Baltic, ow- 
ing to the low price oflabor and cheaper freight, 
are enabled to undersell us in the British mar- 
ket. 
The repeal of the Corn laws, therefore, 


has been injurious to us; and this. I thought 
had been known to all, except Mr. Polkand his 
Secretary. 


I have thus, MY. Speaker, attempted to show 


how comparatively unimportant is the foreign 
wheat market. 
We have seen that our sales at 


home amount annually lo 77,000,000 of bush- 
els ; whilst abroad they amount to but 7,400,- 
000 bushels.^ I now proceed to show the efl'ect 
of a liberal Tariff on our home market. 


By lhe returns of the Marshals, appointed to 


take the census of 1840, it appears that there 
were in Pennsylvania 4W furnaces and forges ; 
and that theic were annually consumed by those 
employed in them, 4,000,000 of bushels of grain, 
besides a corresponding proportion of beef, pork! 
potatoes, poultry, &c, 
Jn !S42,at the time of 


the passage of lhe tsrifl'law, 140 of these estab- 
lishments had ceased operations, in consequence 
of the decline ofduties under the Compromise 
act ; and it was well understood by both the 
friends and the enemies of protection, that a 
large proportion of those still struggling along 
would be compelled to suspend their operations 
and discharge; thoir hands, unless by legislation 
sornethmgeould be done to prevent the ruinous 
competition which they endured from abroad. 
A few furnaces and forges favorably located, 
and owned by rich men, might have gone on; 
but the large number would have been broken 
down by foreign competition. 
And what ef- 


fect would this have produced upon the markets 
of the country arid the price ofproducp ? These 
establishments, as I have shown, furnished a 
market annually for 4,00u,0l)0 of bushels of 
grain and a corresponding quantity of beef, pork, 
hay and potatoes. 
Suppose that three fourths 


of them, (and the proportion i.s not loo large,) 
had been compelled to cease operations, what 
would have been the consequence? 
Why, sir,

,iad been engaged in the manufacture of iron 
on quitting it, ,nust y,ave ])ti^en themselves 
to some other employment. They would not 
have remained idle. 
Jt is the destiny of men 


to work—it was so decreed fiorn the beginning. 
What would they have found to do? Would 
they have embarked in some other branch of 
manufacturing indus-try ? No, sir. The same 
policy which had pro.strat.-d, at lhe feet of for- 
eign competition, the iron manufacturers of the 
country, bad produced effects quite as injurious j 
and destructive to the manufactuie of woolens, 
cottons and mechanical industry generally. 


What then xvas left for th«m to do? 
Noth- 


ing, Mr Speaker, but to betake tlu-msfhes to 
agricultural pursuits—to become producers in- 
stead of consumers of bread stuffs. 
What, let 


me again inquire, would be the effect of this on 
the agricultural industry of the c o u n t r y ?

After an exhibition «f these facts, I 


j need not say, that the protection of manufaotu- 


j ring and mechanical industry, is the policy 


j best calculated to promote the interests of the 


j grain growers of the country. 
Every man em- 


I ployed in manufacturing and mechanical pur- 
| suits, is a consumer of bread and meat; and ev- 
j ery man forced to abandon them by foreign 


j competition, instead of becoming a consumer, 


j becomes a producer, and to some extent a com- 
' petito.- of the farmer. 
To the farmer I would 


I therefore say, cherish domestic industry of all. 


j kinds. Build up by a wise and liberal policy 


i furnaces, forges, woolen factories, cotton facto- 


ries—furnish employment to your own mechan- 
ics of all kinds, and you thereby insure a stea= 
dy market for your own products and increas* 
the prosperity of all. 


Mr. Speaker, before proceeding further, I de- 


sire to show that protective policy is uniformly 
beneficial—that the cotton planter of the South, 
as well as the grain growers of the middle ami 
western States, is benefited by it. At tho tima 
of the passage of the act of 1842, one of tho aj% • 
tides requiring protection, and perhaps the 
most of all, was Sugar. 
The reduction of duty 


which had taken place on this article under the 
provisions of the Compromise Act had rendered 
its culture nearly profitless; and without {of, 
ther protection it must have been abandoned.—. 
What would have been the effect? 
How would 


its abandonment have operated on the interests 
of the cotton planter—always the loudest do- 
claimer against the protective policy? 


Louisiana is the principal sugar growing 


State. 
Her soil is adapted to the growth of 


sugar and cotton, and but to little else. Sugar 
is the principal crop; cotton being little culti- 
vated. 
Without protection sugar cannot bo 


produced; without it the culture of the article 
would be abandoned; and if it were abandoned, 
the land and the labor of Louisiana could be 
profitably employed only in the cultivation of 
cotton. 
I do not know how much cotton Lou* 


isiana would be capable of producing; but I 
know that in 1S40 there were 50,000 slaves in 
the State, and that in Georgia each negro is 
estimated to produce six balos annually. 
At 


this rate 50,000 slaves would produce yearly 
300,000 bales. 
Add this to the 1,800,000 bales,^ 


at that time the annual product of the country, 
and what would be the effect? 
An increased 


supply glutting the market and reducing -the 
price. 
Mr. Speaker, does not this view of tho 


case thus presented, prove the operation'of a 
Tariff to be uniformly beneficial; that neither 
the North nor the South is exclusively the re- 
cipient of its advantages? 


But, Mr. Speaker, the Tariff of IS-12, with all 


the good it has already done, and all it promised 
to do hereafter, has been repealed. 
The dictaS" 


lion of a Southern President and the obodienco 
ofa servile Congress, have involved the free la^ 
borers of the country in an unequal contest 
with the starving laborers of Europe. 
But all 


blame of the repeal of this bonoficent measure 
does not belong to the South, 
It was no 


strange hand that struck the blow which so 
grievously wounded the interests of the North. 
It was the hand ofa Pennsylvatiian—of ono 
who hud been honored and exalted by those 
whose dearest interests he has smitten to the 
earth. 
While his hand was yet uplifted, beforo 


the blow hail yat descender), his justice, the as-" 
sociations of his life, his pledges, were appeal> 
ed to in order to avert or turn it aside. 


But moved by a bad ambition, the Vice Pres- 


ident smothered ail the obligations of gratitude, 
all the lies of kindred.

He struggled manfully while there was a hope; 
arid redeemed, and more than redeemed all his 
pledges of fidelity to the interests of his con,-. 
stituenls. 
In the very moment of defeat, he 


began to repair the injury that had been 
wrought, 
lie sent abroad the cry " repeal," the

ey.

give aid and comfort to the enemy," according 
to President Poik. 
But in what I dare to.

this, I am as proud of on? victories and as anx- 
ious for the suffers of our army as the. most 
open mouthed patriot that f;ruls his advantage- 
in lauding the President.

There has been a considerable rise in cotton and 
all kinds of breadstuff^ in Eriul.uid; and the 
news has hid quite an effect upon prices in this 
country. 
The advance in the value of Flour

o>/r dollar per fa.-irrel. Wheats have advanced 
25 cents per bushel on previous prices, and Corn 
15 cents per bushel. 
The high price of Flour, 


Indian Corn and Cotton, our great staples, re- 
marks the Baltimore Ameiican, must give a 
powerful impulse to trade, and turn the current 
of specie to this side of the Atlantic 
This fa- 


vorable tendency is particularly fortunate just 
now when rhe expenses of the war and the op- 
eration of the Sub-Treasury affect so materially 
the basis of our currency. 
A scarcity of mon- 


ey, which, under ordinary circumstances, would 
severely afHict the country at this time, is now, 
by the course of trade, rendered altogether im- 
probable. 


Another result may be looked for. 
The de- 


mand for our products abroad, and the high pri- 
ces which they command, will natuially cause 
a large increase of importations. The Tieasu- 
ry will derive benefit from this; and the pres- 
ent Tariff will be aided by the circumstance be- 
yond its real merits as a revenue measure. 


The effect which this condition of things 


may have upon our domestic manufacturing 
interest remains yet to be seen. The supplies 
of foreign iron under the new Tariff have been 
considerable. 
We have to expect still larger 


importations; yet the demand abroad for rail- 
way purposes may keep the prices high enough 
to afford remuneration for the home manufactu- 
rer. 
An increased duty for revenue on this ar- 


ticle, and on others which have suffered by the 
reduction of the Tariff of 1S42, would add large- 
ly to the resources of the Treasury. 
If the fi- 


nancial affairs of the country are not now pla- 
ced upon a sound and substantial basis, the fault 
will be with the Government itself—ceitainly 
not with the circumstances ofthe times.
